IT IS HEREBY ORDERED as follows:

1. Bankruptcy Intake in Los Angeles, Santa Ana and San Fernando Valley

Courthouses Are Open. Along with provisions for Los Angeles and Santa

Ana Divisions, the Intake area of the San Fernando Valley Division
Courthouse located at 21041 Burbank Boulevard, Woodland Hills, California
91367, will reopen to the public on Monday, September 28, 2020 to accept
in-person filings. The Intake areas in the Riverside and Northern Divisions
remain closed.

2. Effectiveness of Earlier Order. All provisions of the Court’s Amended General

Order 20-06, issued on September 11, 2020, remain in effect.
